b. Exterior 


reported with regard to the construction that 
the intermediate steps are more painful than we had 
anticipated. He said that he doesn't have much more 
information than anyone else, but there does seem to be an 
adherence to saving all the trees, etc. that were marked. He 
noted only one tree marked for saving was removed, and it had 
been right over a water or sewer line. Although the area looks 
like one big hazard area, the contractor has been trying very 
hard until a few weeks ago to keep the area clean, particularly 


around P&PD. 


said the contractors have been 


instructed as to the hours when they should do the cleaning, 
and said she will check with the contractors regarding this. 


said that in the last few weeks a lot of clay 
and mud nas piled up in the street. There is still a lot of 
truck traffic, causing holes in the street, but a lot of the 
holes have been filled in. 


What used to be ground level in the P&PD building is now 
ten feet underground, and the lower level of the building only 
has three exits, with stairs to ground level. Should there be 
an emergency it might be difficult to get out. This is 
particularly troublesome in view of the fact th at there ar e 
many flammable liquids, etc. in this building. | said 
that the last she heard both exits were to be available this 
week .

4. Old Business ? 

a. Gold Leaf Filling of Letters and Stars in Main Entrance 
Area 


Reported that he received an exemplar of the 

gold leaf and that he had shown it to Mr. Fitzwater. Both he 
and Mr. Fitzwater felt that the gold would not enhance the 
appearance of the lobby. One of the problems is that any 
irregularity in carving is immediately highlighted and the 
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slightest imperfection shows up. Mr. Fitzwater took the 
exemplar to the DCI staff meeting and the response was 
negative. The idea is now "doornail dead." 

b. Portrai ts of Directors 

reported that the portraits of the former 
Directors have all been restored now. Sh e asked that everyone 

let her know what they think about them. inquired 

about the Helms portrait, and said that it came out 

very well. It is not as green as it. was and it looks good. 
Helms, Smith, and Vandenburg (done this fall), and 
Hillenkoetter and Rayburn (done last Spring) have all been 
completed. The replacement canvas of Turner is due back in a 
month and a half. Mr. Casey's portrait is almost ready. Mr. 

mentioned that he would like the FAC to see Mr. Casey's 


portrait before it is put in storage. 


got a complete report on the original 
restoration on the Vandenburg painting. The artist actually 
scraped off a lot of paint and then tried to patch it up. Our 
new restorator is museum trained and very skilled. 

Following up on a request received from Mr. McMahon's 
office, (recently arranged for Mrs. Kitty von Cann 

to view the portrait collection. She is herself a portraitist 
and a friend of Admiral Rayburn, who had asked her to look at 
his portrait, perhaps with the thought of underwriting a 
replacement. We have some examples of Mrs. von Cann's work, 
and can include her among other alternative artists when we 
next need a portrait. She charges considerably less than the 
other good artists we have considered recently.
